Dr. Karl Liebknecht was born 
in 1871 and since his entry into 
politics as a Social Democrat had 
been one of the foremost leaders 
of the party. He was an uncom. 
promising anti-militarist and in 
1907 was sentenced to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment for high 
treason, the charge growing out of 
a pamphiet he wrote attacking 
militarism. . 

When Germany began the world 
war, Liebknecht, because of his 
opposition to policies of the kaiser, 
was imprisoned. He was freed at 
the beginning of the German rev- 
olution. He immediately assumed 
leadership of the radicals allied 
with the Russian Bo!sheviki. 

Obtaining arms, the radicals 
stirred up a “sailors’” revolt 
which broke out on Christmas Eve. 
This was suppressed and was fol- 
lowed by a “red” revolt which 
threatened to overthrow the Ebert 
government, which was saved only 
when Hindenburg rushed an army 
into Berlin.

Rosa Luxemburg, or “Red Rosa,” 
as she is known in Berlin, is a 
Polish Jewess who has been a wild, 
relentless firebrand in both Russia 
and Germany for years. She was 
the brains of the Russian revolt of 
1905-1906, and was imprisoned in 
Warsaw for her part in these up- 
risings. 

She was married to a German 
and her detention at the time 
brought about diplomatic ex 


changes between Berlin and St. Pe- © 


tersburg. 

Before this she had trouble with 
the German police for her attacks 
on the government. In 1913 she 
was sentenced to a year’s imprison- 
ment at Frankfort-on-the-Main for 
her anti-militaristic agitation. But 
she persisted in her attacks on 
the army, inciting soldiers to re- 
fuse to fight in case of war with 
France and was sent to prison half 
a dozen times. 

At the outbreak of the revolution 
following the collapse of the Ger- 
man military power last November 
“Red Rosa” was in the lead of 
the extreme radicals in Berlin. She 
was, next to Liebknecht, the most 
conspicuous.of the Spartacans, and 
was slated for minister of war in 
the red cabinet in event of the 


overthrow of the Ebert régime.

PARIS, Jan. 16.—Serbia cannot take 
part in the peace conference unless 
represented in a delegation from the 
combined Serbo-Croatian-Slovene state, 
the Jugo-Slav committee here declares 
in a protest issued against the decision 
of the supreme council to admit dele- 
gates from the kingdom of Serbia, but 
not of the united kingdom of the Serbs, 
Croats, and Slovenes. 

The committee declares this action 
threatens to provoke a conflict which 
might have serious consequences, and 
the refusal to accept the delegates of 
the united states would make it impos- 
sible for Serbia herself to participate 
in the conference.

“The problem of the relations be- 
tween the peace delegates and the 
press—that is, between the govern- 
ments and public opinion—is made par- 
ticularly delicate,” the Temps says, 
“by the following considerations: 

“On the one hand, equality of treat- 
ment for the press of all countries must 
be assured. As the United States and 
Great Britain are reluctant to impose 
restrictions on their newspapers, the 
only course is to allow the widest tol- 
erance to all. 

“On the other_hand, it would be 
harmful to lay bare to the enemy gov- 
ernments differences of opinion which 
inevitably arise in discussions between 
delegations. The very essence of every 
debate is that contradictions should 
arise. Such contradictions will as- 
suredly be reconciled, but it would be 
very unfortunate that Germany should 
know the details day by day and seek 
to make capital out of them.”

Tours Hospitals in Vain. 


This news was conveyed to Mrs. 
Chalmers at 1100 Lake Shore drive. 
She at once started on a tour of the 
large hospitals of Chicago. Despite 
her influence and that of the other 
directors of the Home, she was told 
that a supply would not be available 
for her purposes for some time. — 

Meantime there were renewed calls 
from the Home near Wheaton. “We 
must have the antitoxin,” said the 
nurses. 

“Don’t worry; I shall get it,” said 
Mrs. Chalmers, who then proceeded to 
make another tour.

- Responsible opinions differ, be- | 
ing largely colored by the political and | 
social conditions with which each | 
speaker is best acquainted. One of 
the principal countries is admitted to | 
be in a highly unstable condition, and | 
of this e it is said that unless some 
radical fesult in the way of interna- 
tional organization-is brought forth a 
bolshevik revolution wi!l follow.

CONFEREES AGREE 
ON REVENUE TAX FOR 
DISAPPEARING DRINK 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.— 

Tax rates on beverages in the 

war revenue bill were agreed 

to by senate and house con- 
ferees today, the latter accepting sub- 
stantially all of the senate’s rates, esti- 
mated to yield about $450,000,000 in 
revenue. 

The conferees voted just before 
word was received that Nebraska, the 
thirty-Sixth state, had ratified the fed- 
eral prohibition amendment. 

The house managers yielded to the 
senate on the distilled spirits section 
and finally approved the senate rates 
of $6.40 per gallon on distilled bever- 
ages. They also agreed to the sen- 
ate rate of $2.20 per gallon, that of ex- 
isting law, on distilled spirits for in- 
dustrial or other than beverage pur- 
pose. 


There was no disagreement between 
the senate and house on the rate of $6 
per barrel on beer, double the present 
law, and on the wine rates also doubled. 

Another senate amendment accepted 
by the house conferees and incorporat- 
ed in the bill imposeg a tax of 1 cent 
on each 10 cents paid to retailers of 
ice cream, soda water, and other such 


The conferees. also adopted with 
slight change the transportation taxes 
of the senate bill. The rates are 3 


cent on pipe line transportation, 
and 10 per cent on leased wires, except 
wires used for press service. The new 


rates on telephone, telegraph, cable,| 


and radio messages are 5 cents on those 
costing from 15 to 50 cents, and 10 
cents on those-in excess of 50 cents.

in part by the finance department. 


Considered Complex. 


Difficulty in passing such a _compre- 
hensive measure, even though it con- 
tains few departures from what is in 
practice, was the objection urged by 
Chairman Dent and other members of 
the committee. 

Secretary Baker was asked to pre- 
sent as a substitute a simple resolu- 
‘tion to be attached as a rider to the 
military appropriation bill authorizing 
the president to continue the present 
scheme of military organization dur- 
ing the next fiscal year. The appro- 
'priation bill will provide for pay, sub- 
.sistence, and supplies for an army of 
500,000. 

While Secretary Baker declared that 
the proposed: bill-merely was a tempo- 
|rary measure designed to bridge over 
the period while peace terms are being 
considered, the actual text provides for 
a permanent army on this basis. Sec- 
retary Baker defended this plan on 
the ground that congress could at any 
time repeal the bill and that it was 
easier to do that than to limit the time 


‘and then find another temporary meas- 


ure to be necessary. 


Dissenting Views at Orice. 

Representative McKenzie expressed 
the sentiment of a number of members 
of the committee on this point. 

“My opinion is that no bill purport- 
ing to provide for a permanent army 
of 500,000 men ever will get through 
the house,” Mr. McKenzie said. 


“The discussion today confirms my 
belief that it will be impossible to pass 
‘any permanent reorganization bill at 
this session,” said Chairman Dent.

Representa- 
tive Sanford of New York asked Secre- 
tary Baker if he would not present an 
alternative plan including a sone 
for universal military training. 

Secretary Baker declined to do so, 
saying that a report from the general 
staff outlining different possible meth- 
ods of carrying out universal train- 
ing was on his desk, but that he had 
not approved it.

THE FUTURE OF THE RAILROADS. 


The necessity for government operation of the 
reiiroads arose partly because of the restrictive 
policy of the interstate commerce commission, 
partly because of the prohibitions imposed by the 
anti-trust laws, and partly because of the difficulty 
of achieving the highest efficiency under diversified 
and .competitive management. There was, of 
course, no lack of instances where railroads failed 
to give adequate service for reasons chargeabie 
directly to the owners themselves; some lines had 
been badly managed, others had been exploited 
for exorbitant profits. But in the main the very 
conditions imposed by the government were respon- 
sible for the inability of the railroads to meet the 
emergency. 

Now, these circumstances were of concern to the 
public principally because the railroads were called 


tance. Government operation was the only imme- 
diate solution of the problem, and, despite the 
criticisms that have been made, it seems certain 
that serious difficulties were avoided by adopting 
this emergency measure. 

- It by no means follows, as several organizations 
would now have us believe, that permanent na- 
tionalization of the railroads is the wisest course 
for us to pursue. The only essential question is 
whether government ownership or whether some 
other form of management will insure for the 
mation the’most efficient operation. Government 
ownership would beyond doubt throw the railroads 
into politics; through the application of civil 
service laws it would have a tendency to condone, 
if not encourage, slacking; it would in all proba- 
bility substitute an attitude of acquiescence for one 
of initiative “among executives and employés, and 
there is every reason to believe it would furnish 
occasion, at times, for exercising sectional favorit- 
ism. Thai at least hag been the history of many 
We might expect 
that new railroad stations would be distributed 
about the country as postoffices are now. 

At the same time we cannot go back to the old 
system. To do so would be distinctly unfair to 
many railroad lines, and would, likewise, sacrifice 
certain very distinct advantages which we now 
possess. One of the greatest of these advantages 
is unified management, which permits the pooling 
of equipment and the common use of tracks and 
terminals. The railroads should serve this coun- 
try as a single system, not as several systems, 
each competing with the other, each seeking the 
most business at the expense of giving the best 
service to the nation as a whole. 

The railroads themselves were unable to remedy 
this condition even if they could. The anti-trust 
laws contain absolute prohibitions against any 
pooling arrangements or any arrangements for 
unified operation. Take one instance of this 
effect of these laws. Between Pueblo and Denver 
and between Wells, Nev., and Winnemucca, Nev., 
are single track feparately owned lines. They are 


as a double track system for a distance of more 
than 100 miles. But such codperation was impos- 
sible until the railroad assumed 
controL 

The logical conclusion seems to be that a new 
form of central management under the direction of 
the private owners should be authorized, this man- 
agement to be subject to government control. 
Various restrictive laws would have to be repealed 
and extreme care would have to be exercised in 
selecting the agency to be intrusted with the 
powers of regulation: But in this genera! direction 
seems to lie our hope for the letest develop- 
ment of our transportation systers. | 


FOURTEEN POINTS AT WORK. 
Quite righteously the correspondents are vexed 
by the resolution of the peace conference to exclude 


Mic behalf. The correspondent in Paris at this time 
is the very sublimation of inquisitiveness. The 
sublime cannot be forestalled without there results 
dire and forbidding displeasure. 

The reporters have reminded President Wilson 
in @ firm note that it was he who demanded “ open 
covenants of peace, openly arrived at,” and that 
his Point No. 1 has now been ruthlessly spurlos 
versenkt. It may also be said to the credit of the 
American delegation that it protested against the 
gag rule.

THE NEW CENSORSHIP. 
The postoffice department now controls the tele- 
graph and telephone systems under emergency war | 


control permanent by means of government owner- 
ship. Leaving aside the financial aspects of the 
proposal, we can immediately perceive that it in- 
volves a possible censorship of the most bureau- 
cratic character. 

Of the various means of communication the wires 
are practically the only medium which have hither. 
to been free from the supervision or censorship of 
some government official. The autocratic power of 
the postmaster general in the handling of the mails 
is notorious. It is true that power has in the 
main been used for beneficent purposes; but when 
the postmaster general can withhold mail from 
delivery simply by issuing an executive order 
there are bound to be cases where prejudice or 
political bias rather than impartial judgment will 
control the Such cases could be cited 
under Mr. Burleson’s administration. 

One great function of the telegraph wires is the 
transmission of news. The value of much, if not 
most, of the news is destroyed by delay; when 
events are happening as rapidly as they have in 
the last few years, hours, not days, mark the differ- 
ence between what is of value and what is out of 
date. Delay, in a word, is equivalent to suppres. 
sion. 

Under private ownership the telegraph com- 
panies usually sought to transmit news dispatches 
with the greatest possible expedition. There is 
testimony that conditions have sincechanged. This 
may perhaps be due to a reluctance on the part 
of the companies to put forth thetr best efforts 
under the new régime. Nevertheless the prospect 
of a censorship, whether due to inefficiency. or vol- 
untary intention, is sufficiently menacing. It Is 
hardly necessary to add that such a censorship 
could be made to apply to all business messages, 
including such important matters as market re- 
ports. And government officials would naturally 
have the privilege to read the contents of all tele. 
grams at their pleasure or at their leisure.

INSURANCE PREMIUMS. 

Platteville, Wis., Jan. 6.—(Friend of 
the Soldier.]--My son was honorably dis- 
charged from service on Dec. 1. He car- 
ries a government insurance which he 
wishes to keep up. The slip given him 
at the time says that the premiums are 
pavable “ before the first of the month ” 
or “on the first of each month.” 

Will tell me, please, just what 
month is meant. Are these payments to 
be made in advance? For instance, ‘s the 
premium for January, 1919, due on Jan. 1 
or on Feb. 1? 

Also we have never received his insur- 
ance policy. Will these be sent yet or 
shall we take the matter up with Wash- 
ington? Where do we write? W.N. 

The payments are not made in advan. 
The January premium may be made any 
time during the month of January or on or 
before Feb. 1. 

The government does not issue a policy of 
insurance. A certificate is eent to the per- 
son designated by the soldier to receive it. 
You should write for this certificate to the 
war riek insurance bureau, Washington, D. C, 
In so doing give the name, rank, and orygan- 
ization of the soldier and his location at the 
time he took the insurance.

Treasury Pays Allotments. 

*all these allotments which carry 
sich allowances are pald by the treas- 
ury department and not by the war de- 
partment. At the conference it was 
found that the bureau of war risk in- 
surance had in its files a large number 
of allotments made by the army and 
navy, the greater proportion of them 
pertaining to the army, which did not 
carry government allowances—that is, 
the allotment had been made by the 
soldier but he had not asked for a gov- 
ernment allowance. 

“Asa matter of policy the bureau of 
war risk insurance decided to discon- 
tinue these allotments, and this dect- 
sion had the indorsement of the war 
end navy departments, inasmuch as 
the bureau of war risk insurance was 
facing a most extraordinary problem 
and it was thought that the relief 
from this additional work would help 
solve the problem. 

“These allotments were discontinued 
by the treasury department with the 
payment for the month of June. 

Notice Given by Capital. 

“When the decision of the treasury 
¢epartment was announced the war de- 
partment telegraphed and cabled to 
every camp,* cantonment, post and 
other point where scldiers were sta- 
tioned that the treasury department 
would discontinue that class of allot- 
ments with the payment for June and 
instructed them exactly what course 
to follow if these enlisted men desired 
to have their allotments continued 
through the war department. 

“These instructions were issued tin 
ample time to permit every soldier in- 
terested to forward a new allotment so 
that payment could be made for the 
month of July and there would be no 
interruption in the receipt of money 
by the allottee. As a result of these 
instructions something more than 200,- 
00 new allotrments were received by 
the war department, and are being 
promptiy and regularly paid. 

“These allotments never belonged to 
the war department, never came under 
its control and under the law could not 
be transferred to the war department 
for pay ment. 

Difference In Allotments. 

“I merely wish to impress upon the 
readers of Tup TRIBUNE that all allot- 
ments that carry with them govern- 
ment allowances are pald by the treas- 
uy department and that allotments 
which do not carry with them govern.- 
ment allowances are paid by the war 
department and the navy department 
respectively. 

“Reference {s made to the question 
of subscriptions for Liberty bonds. The 
army subscribed through the army al- 
lotment system, to nearly $40,000,000 
Worth of second Liberty bonds. As 
soon as record is received of the com- 
pletion of payment for these bonds. 
the bond is immédiately mailed from 
the office of the director of finance in 
Washington to the address given by 
the subscriber. :
